RATTLESNAKES’ PARADISH 



Southern ArlBone Is the Reptile's 
Favorite Breeding Oround. 

■xperlwrres of ••Raltl-r Jim*’ Dsvls, the 

Moet Celebral-d Noake Killer of the 
Rowthwegt -RIBrary of Whisky 
as aa Antidote. 

There is no locality in the union, 
so Prof. Henry Palmer, of the Smith- 
sonian institution says, tliat is so nat- 
ural a brrciling-grouud for Die rattle- 
snake — the Crotalua horriilus— as 
southern Arizona. Similar authority 
is quoted to the effect tliat there is 
scarcely a more venomous reptile in 
the country than the bloated rattler 
of tills region. Tlie rucks of tlie 
iiiountaina and fuottiills are a heav^’ 
vellow and gray color, and the soil is 
so nearly Die hues uf a rattler that a 
snake can move slowly along and be 
hanlly perceived bj* a person fifty feet 
away. 'J he hot, dry air, and the warm, 
sandy eartli, through at least ten 
months in Die year, and the immense 
quantity uf small birds and ground 
squirrels in the mountain canj’uiisand 
brush, all Combine to make life for 
rattlesnakes in this region one of rare 
ease and comfort for many a lung year. 

There are literally tens of thousands 
of rattlers in tho sage b ush and cliap- 
arral along the edge of the southern 
Arizona wastes. They grow to enor- 
mous size, and it is common to read in 
the Uk'bI iiewspaiH-rs of Diis part of 
Die territory items of news of the cap- 
ture uf rattlesnakes five and six feet 
long and with fourteen and fifteen 
rattles. Kocalities and objects of na- 
ture all over tho territory have been 
named from the serpents. There are 
rattlesnake canyons, rattlesnake ar- 
royos, rattlesnake creeks, rattlesnake 
mountains and rsttlesuake gulche.s. 
Over at Maricopa an old fellow has 
named his diapenaary uf intoxicants 
after the must venomous American 
snakes, and " Battleanake KuosL" 
painted in clumsy letters, stands in 
bold reliaf over the door. 

The best informed man in regard to 
rattlera In this part uf the territory is 
acknuwedged to be Jim Davia He is 
about sixty-five years old, aod has 
lived on the border of civilization fur 
fifty years. He is one of the Urge 
army of man who were eternally de- 
moralized by the gold booms in Cali- 
fornia years ago, and became relegated 
to a devil-may-care, independent and 
happy-go-lucky way of getting his liv- 
ing by using his gun and by traveling 
across the mountains and over the val- 
leys with a blanket and a skillet across 
his back. Everyone says that fur un- 
adulterated snake information there's 
DU one like "Rattler Jim.” 

"Do I know much about rattle- 
anakes?" said the old man as he sat 
tipped back in a chair, sucking a vile 
corncob pipe, in a saloon in Henson, 
A. T. , the other day. "You bet yer 
life 1 know a thing or two about 'em. 
I've killed thousands of 'em. I've been 
here in this snake country Just close 
onto twenty-four years, and never 
have been out of it 1 could sit all 
night and keep telling you suinethiug 
new every minute about rattlesnakes. 
Gosh! how I hate the varmints. I 
never miss trying tu kill 'em off, but 
it's about useless tryln' to clear out 
this yere country of rattlers. They 
breed so darned ea.sy. Every female 
rattler is good for thirty or forty rat- 
tlesnakes a year, so I've about given 
up tryin’ to do anything mure at snake 
killin'. 

“This is the drjest year we’ve had in 
a long time in this end uf the territory*, 
and It's an awful season for snakes. It 
ia so dry and wc have had terrible hoi 
weather since May. These here luctist 
bugs are all over the country, and they 
buzz Just like the rattlers. Whenever 
I'm out hunting and kick a bush a 
whole swarm of locusts, buzzin* fur all’ 
they’re worth, come flying out. Their 
aingin' puts me off my guard, becau.se 
1 can't hear tlie rattlesuakeaa rattlin'. 
I'm most afraid tu hunt at all now, for 
you know it's Just about certain sure 
death fur au old white muu like me to 
get .Arizona rattlesnake venom in hiii 
body at the end uf a lung summer. I'd 
rather be shot plumb through tho chest 
any day Diun to take chances ou 
pullin’ through a pizeniu’ by a desert 
rattler, when he is puffed up plumb full 
of pizeii as they are now. At some 
seasons uf the year there ain't any- 
where near us much danger from rut- 
tlesiiakea 

‘‘Hut Arizona rattlesnakes ain't near 
BO dangerous in some ways as them 
used to be back in the mountains uf 
Pennsylvania and Ohia The desert 
rattlers are fat and lazy. They ain’t 
got no fight In ’em. They ain't got no 
real mcuuuoas lu 'em. As a general 
thing the Arizona crawler will set up 
a rattle and slide off in the rocks or 
hrush. Ilorsoa, cattle and slieepknow 
that rattle us wi II us u muu. .Some- 
tiiiu's tliey get hit. hut t!iut is only 
v.lv'ti t’ V li’i.i'l ii'i e ' ' It :':ii'l 



ja snake can't hit him. A hog will kill | 
'em, too, and a snake's poison don't j 
hurt a fat hog I have seen many a 
dog that would kill any rattlesnake 
he'd coineacrosL lie gets bit.of c lurse, 
Bometlmea, hut w’enever he's hit yon 
may notice that lie'll gooff away from 
the house and stay two or three days 
He’s doctorin' liisaelf then He lays in 
the mud and water, and when an liijin 
is hit he does pretty much tli* same. 
He will put mud on Dio bite or Jia' go 
and la3* in the fresli mud until Die 
swellin' goes down. 

"The pizeii of a rattlesnahe is white. 
He has two sharp teeth, like a cat's 
claw, in hia upper Jaw, tliat lay flat 
hidden under little sacks when he 
ain't mad, so't he can yank in a frog 
or a bird with his other toetii witiiout 
using his fangs at all. If he couldn't, 
of course he’d never get anything to 
eat hut what's pizened, and that would 
kill him aa quick as it would anything 
else. When he gits mad the first thing 
he does is to coil himself up, and then 
he can strike two-Aliirds of hia length. 
He will hit as high aa he can reach, 
and his Jaws wide open, like striking 
a thing with the palm of your hand. 
His fangs are as sharp as a needle, but 
they won't go through thick leather, 
and, if they go through clothes, par- 
ticular wool, the chances ia the pizen 
will be sucked up by the wooL Right 
along the under side is a groove, and 
when the fang goes in It presses down 
on the pizen hag at its roots, and that 
squirts the Juice right around the fang. 
It will throw the pizen as far as three 
feet.” 

*‘(,'an they bite when not colled?” 

"Hite any time; but they can't sock 
their teeth in so deep. No, they ain’t 
as many people bit around hero as a 
man would think, but onct in awhile 
somebody* gets blL I was bit onct I 
was hauling freight with a bull team 
from Maricopa to Tombstone, and 
amongst m>* stuff 1 had five barrels of 
whisky for the Arcade saloon at Tuc- 
son. Coinin' along down towards Ar- 
royo Seco I camped one evening early 
where there was plenty wood and 
grass, and I see a little spring branch 
tricklin' by the spot, and 1 kuowed the 
spring was not far off.

When I see I 
waa bit, and well bit ut tliat, I grabbed 
a rock and 1 pounded tliut snake into 
a tliousaiid pieces Tlien I began 
thinkin' what was best tu do with my- 
self. I put a chaw of terbaccer ou the 
wound. I had learned that suckin' 
the wound was good, if 3'ou had sound 
teeth, but I knowed that would never 
do for me, ns my teeth was about half 
of 'em gou<l. Mighty few people here 
have good teeDi, 1 am here to tell you 
—poor cookin' and plug terbaccer. 
Well, I thought of the wliisky. I had 
one barrel of goo,l stuff for Hilly 
Flynn, that bussed the big ditch in 
them days when tlie mines waa fluah, 
and 1 had a hole already bored in the 
top of the barrel and had been liittin' 
her a lick along the road when the 
sperrit moved me. I broke off a few 
rye graae straws that growed up by 
the spring, and 1 laid at that bung- 
hole and sucked whisky till I thought 
I would busL My inaininy never 
whipped me for boldin' niy breatli.

winter Llvs Htoek Notes. 

The days rapidly lengthen during this 
mouth, aud however oold the weather 
may be the farmer feels tho pleasant 
assnrance that the time when darknoM 
lasts lunger tjiRU the light miut soon bo 
past The farmer does not grow any- 
thing in winter, bat the floridt and mar- 
ket gardouer find in the lengthening 
days that it is easier to make healthful 
growth as the days grow longer. Plenty 
of beat cat! he maiutaiiKxl in the daya 
when snnligbt is acarceat, bat it does 
nut make vigoron.s, healthful growth. 
No doubt if animal life worn obsorvod 
as oloacly as the gardener observes bis 
vegetables tho advantage of increasing 
Bunligbt wonld becaiually obvions. Tho 
breeding animals ought to bo kept ont 
of doors during a part at least of each 
snnshiuy day. If this rule were observed, 
they would be less affected by disease 
than the most carefully sheltered stock 
is now liable to lie. 

A cornstalk diet, to which some corn 
on the ear is added occasionally, makes 
a very goal feed fair cows bearing yonug 
and due to calve in the spring. This 
keeps tho bowels rea.souably laxative, 
aud there it less likelihood of fever to 
make parturition difficult and danger- 
ons when its time comes than if the ani- 
mal is fed ou hay. We knevr an old 
farmer who said ho made it a practice 
to give each cow for at least two weeks 
before calving a dozen nubbins of com 
each day to insnre easy aud safe par- 1 
tnrition. In a long experience bis cows 
never gave any tronble at this time, 
while those who did not make this a 
practice had cows which suffered from 
caked bag aud milk fever. Be was very 
sure that feeding the com in the ear 
was what was responsible for his tne- 
oest. — Exchange.

The way 1 b.aiiiilcal ilio cuttle which 
niaalo aixiut if.'i.ii'i on tbo ('liicago mar- 
ket Dax'. 24 w.k-t a-a follows; Those waaro 
bought (111 tlio t'iiic.'igo market lost 
March and April nnd oust |.'< 4it per 100 
laid down at home. They wa-re a strict- 
ly go<xl drovoof cattle, male goual gains 
and worogoixl sellers. They werai fed 
very little cairn and fodder until the 1st 
of May. Then the corn was taken off 
entirely, ami they ran on gooal blue grass 
aud clover pasture thmngh the summer. 
1 had intendoal to put them on corn the 
1st of Hepteniber, hnt onr fall grass was 
fine, aud tho cattle lookaxl to he doing as 
well as they could be madai to do, to 1 
held the corn off until iM. 6. I then 
commenced giving them a light feed 
oooe a day on the gross aud lurroated 
the fee<l slowly nntil 1 got them up ton 
peck to tlio Btax-r. 

Tho grass U-ing fine I held them at 
that till about the 10th to the 15tbof 
November, when I bemn to increase 
their feed until I got tnem to abont all 
they wonld eat once a day, still lettiuf 
them ran ou g<xxl bine grass, just scat 
teriug the corn ou the pasture, alxaDl 
two-thirds of a bnxUtl of corn and one- 
third of shock corn. I fed them in that 
way until they wore shipped. They were 
on feed, os yon will sue, from Oct 6 to 
Dec. 23, the day of shipping — jnst 74 
days — and modo a gain of over SOO 
pounds aud did it principally on good 
bine grass.— Guiiies Greene in Breed- 
er’s Gazette. 

When a horse will not eat his feed, 
examine his ti<eth and see if there is not 
something wrong with them. A horse’s 
teeth occasional ly wear off sharp and 
thin aud tear tho skin of his cheeks aud 
tongue, and so bis month becomes very 
sore. Wliuti this is the case, rasp off the 
edges of bis tt-uth with a veterinarian ’• 
file, aud the trouble will be remedied. 
Always examine a horse’s teeth before 
yon begin to dose him with uiedlcLue 
for an appetite and see if tbo tronblo 
does not lit with them.

There was a fearful glut of inferior 
sheep at tbe Chicago Union stockyards 
last year. It seems as if all the fag ends 
aud tags of sheep ought to be about sold 
off by this time. 

Tbe Trakebner coach horse of Qer- 
taauy is very large, from 16 to 17 hands 
high and weighing 1,2(X) to 1,400 
ponmls. He is a very haudsome, apirit- 
ed animal. 

The Gate City Oil company at At- 
lanta is going heavily into tbe oattls 
fattening Lnsiuest. Three tbonsand cat- 
tle were bought in tbe west some time 
since to be fattened on cottonseed bulls 
aud oilmeal, aud then shipped north to 
be slangbtered. Tbe beeves are to be 
scattered among tbe company’s oil prees- 
lug mills at various points. It is ex- 
pected that the cost of fattening per head 
will bo 10 cents a day, aud that tbe 
operation will take from two to three 
months. 

Tho average price for beef cattle was 
25 cents lower on tho hundred for 1894 
than for 1893.

TtiTiaE Weight of Beef Cattle. 

The British Dairy Farmers' associa- 
tion issno a usefnl snmmary of their 
“transactions” in 1894, from which we 
gather that tbe mean live weight of the 
Shorthorns at their shows for the last 
fonr years, including that just closed, 
has varied siugnlarly littia There is a 
net increase of nine pounds ou the fonr 
years. Jerseys show only two pounds 
change, but Guernseys get heavier every 
year, and the increase from 189U is a 
mean 110 pounds per animal, a big 
ebanga Ayrshiret have similarly gone 
up from 1,016 to 1, 153 pounds, but crott- 
bred cattle have gouo down, and there are 
no definite changes in Kcd Polls(Nurfolk 
cattle) or in Kerriea The last named 
vary a good deal, but there seems no 
regoltr tendency toward reduced or in- 
created mean weight. Uf tho seven 
breeds the Hborthorns are tbe heaviest 
and then the crossbred cattle. Gnern- 
st-yt, Ayrshires and Ked Polls oconpy a 
medium position, aud the smallest cat- 
tle are the Korriet aud the Jerseya In 
1893 tb* JtDteys Were suiallur than the 
Ken'es, but tlii* was reversed lost year.
